FBI Reports

aboard. The plane was cruising 
at 5,000 feet on a flight from 
Reno to San Francisco when 
the shooting occurred.

An rnformed source said the 
FBI had traced ownership of a 
jowerful revolver found in the 
wreckage to a man who took out 
an insurance policy in excess of 
$50,000 on his life just before 
boarding the plane. 
Au FBI laboratory check in 
Washington, the source said, de­ 
termined that the revolver, a 
.357 Smith & Wesson Magnum, 
contained six spent cartridges 
that had been fired recently.

tions of care, according to Rep. 
Robert Taft Jr. ,R-Ohio. 
“These are things which can’t 
be worked out in legislation and 
would have to be given to an 
administrator,” Taft said in a 
speech to the Ohio State Surgi­ 
cal Association Friday night. 
“I see dangerous seeds of fed­ 
eral control here. The adminis­ 
trator would determine whether 
medical care was meeting cer­ 
tain standards, using certain 
medications. He would be able 
to determine who should prac­ 
tice medicine in these institu­ 
tions.”

“ What we hope to do,” said one 
exile, ‘is to drive Castro and his 
Communist cohorts crazy and 
out of power.”

Sprays Safely

prevent possible injury to you 
and your crop, Dr. R. P. Holds 
worth, Ohio State University ex 
t e n s i o n Entomologist, advis­ 
es farmers. 
/ The label on a pesticide con 
ainer is a legal document, Dr 
Holds worth notes,. As required 
by law, it carries the necessary 
warnings and precautions for 
using the material. 
How to use crop sprays safe­ 
ly is the subject of a chart pro­ 
duced recently by the O h i o 
Cooperative Extension Service. 
The c h a r t , prepared by Dr. 
Holdsworth, contains a listing of 
“dangerous” and “ moderately 
toxic” insecticides, information 
on how to handle, use, and store 
them safely, and suggestions on 
how to prevent contamination of 
certain food products. 
The chart also lists the addres­ 
ses and telephone numbers of 
nine P o i s o n Control Centers 
in Ohio where persons may re­ 
ceive help in case of emergen­ 
cy.

The next years, through de­ 
veloped hybirds prossessing tol­ 
erance to dense plant population, 
yields of an additional f i v e 
bushels were obtainable.

one half of the cropland each 
year.

THE LAST few years has 
been to adjust moisture and 
tilth of the soil. This was done 
by riding soil of excess water, 
accomplished by (I) tiling re­ 
maining one half in need, (2) 
terracing heavier profiles of two 
to IO per cent slopes, (3) break­ 
ing up impervious layers on 
flat grey lands. 
Contourwise 
baffles 
shaped 
by tillage and flow retarding 
trap or close growing turf was 
how rainwater was 
retained 
against overland flow on slopes. 
Another way was by renew- 
ng tilth to (I) enlarge root 
bed capacity for usable mois­ 
ture, (2) quicken biologic pro­ 
cesses and quicken intake of 
rainwater at ground level and 
by prolonging stability of aith 
t h r o u g h adopting redesigned 
tillage for seed bed separate 
from root bed, eliminate slack­ 
ing of tilth crumb caused by 
water-logging and stuffing plow 
layer with residue and manure. 
How do you get good tilth 
to begin with? A good way is to 
grow a massive root type le­ 
gume grass. Another when till­ 
ing the soil is to break up all 
particles and fluff up plow 
layer. 
Lately when you hear of pro­ 
ducers talking about yield in­ 
crease they speak of it in terms 
of amount of fertilizer applied 
per acre and the analysis. By 


upping use of fertilizer, in some 
cases we are going by the poten 
tial of land. 
We supply almost all nutri­ 
ents essential for a com plant’s 
growth and production. To be 
productive, 
and as 
a result 
make some profit, a person has 
to know tile limitation of his 
land, amount of fertilizer he can 
use and other factors. 
Is a one - half pound com ear 
still a good size to strive for? 
If you can get one - half pound 
ears over your com acres, your 
rate of planting just matches 
ability of land to produce. If 
ears 
average less than one- 
half pound, this indicates over­ 
planting. If ears average more 
than one-half pound, this indi­ 
cates under planting. 
For every IOO kernels planted, 
you may expect to harvest 85 
ears (plus or minus). Loss or 
death or weakness or mishap 
usually 
eliminates 
the other 
prospects. Therefore, you nor­ 
mally will need to plant 17 per 
cent more kernels than the num­ 
ber of ears wanted at harvest 
time.

Certificates will be issued 
to wheat farmers who sign up 
between May I and May 15 
produce 
within 
their 1964 
wheat allotment on the farm, 
produce within the farm allot-, 
ment for any other crops (feed 
grain is not an allotment crop) 
produce within the wheat a1- 
lotment on all other farms in 
which they have an interest 
maintain 
their 
conserving 
base and divert acreage to 
approved conservation prac­ 
tices. 
Each wheat farmer taking 
part in the program will receive 
a marketing allocation based on 
90 per cent of the n o r m a l 
production of the farm wheat 
allotment, 
say 
Drs. 
Wallace 
Barr and John Bottum, O h i o 
State University Extension Ec­ 
onomists. If a farmer plants the 
full 1964 allotment for harvest, 
he 
will r e c e i v e 
domestic 
marketing certificates for 45 per 
cent of the normal production 
of his allotment and export m ar­ 
keting certificates for 45 per 
cent. 
A farm er may elect to divert 
acreage to conservation use in 
additon to the required mini­ 
mum diversion, the economists 
explain. If 
this 
reduces 
the 
planted acres of wheat so the 
normal 
production 
of 
those 
acres (normal yield per acre 
multiplied by acres planted for 
harvest) is below the marketing 
allocation, the number of certi­ 
ficates issued will also be re­ 
duced.

ANY REDUCTION in certifi­ 
cates resulting from diversion 
will be made first in export cert­ 
ificates. 
Here’s how the certificates 
would be issued on a farm with 
a 50 - acre wheat allotment and 
50 acres grown with a normal 
yield of 30 bushels an acre: 
the normal production would be 
50 acres times 30 bushels or I,- 
500 bushels. Domestic certificat­ 
es would be issued for 45 per 
cent of the 1,500 bushels or 675 
bushels and export certificat­ 
es for 675 bushels. 
The farm er may elect to di­ 
vert additonal acreage up to 
20 per cent of the allotment or 
IO acres to conserving use. His 
n o r m a l expected yield then 
would be 1,200 bushels (40 plant­ 
ed acres times 30 b u s h e l s 
normal yield.) Domestic m ar­ 
keting certificates would be is­ 
sued for 575 bushels. The farm­ 
er would receive export m ar­ 


keting certificates for 525 bus­ 
hels, since there would be only 
535 bushels left from the nor­ 
mal production after the issu­ 
ance of domestic certificates 
for 675 bushels. 
If a farmer loses part or all 
of his wheat crop because of 
damage by weather or other 
unavoidable hazards, he still 
will receive marketing certi­ 


ficates. Since the certificates 
are based on normal yield and 
acres planted, the amount of 
wheat harvested does not af­ 
fect a farmer’s eligibility for 
certificates, Drs. B a r r and 
Bottum say.

The way the lines are placed, 
the direction they take, and the 
shapes they create influence the 
effect the design has on your 
eye. 
They create optical illusions. 
Because of this, you can make 
yourself look the way you wish 
to. You can look taller or short­ 
er, thinner or stouter depending 
on how your eye reacts to the 
lines and spaces. 
If you wish to look taller and 
thinner, you must keep the eye 
moving upward so that a verti 
cal illusion is created. 
i f you wish to look shorter 
and more rounded, you must 
keep the eye from moving up 
wfcrd, in a continual movement. 
Instead, you must take it easy 
fee the eye to travel from side 
to[ side, creating a horizontal 
illusion.

Prints, plaids, and checks that 
are s rn a 11 in size will m a k e 
the figure look sm aller than a 
large design. Also if the lines of 
the design have 
a 
dominant 
vertical motion, the fabric will 
be more slenderizing than if 
they follow a horizontal m o v e ­ 
ment. It is always best to se­ 
lect a patterend fabric in which 
the design is in proportion to 
the figure.

TOKYO (AP) — Communist 
China says that the Soviet Un 
ion charged Peking much more 
than world prices for its aid 
goods and interest still is being 
naid on Soviet loans to fight the 
Korean W ar of 1950-52. 
A Red Chinese letter sent to 
Moscow of Feb. 29 and broad­ 
cast today by R a d i o Peking 
complained that the Soviet lead­ 
ers have “habitually played the 
benefactor 
and 
frequently 
boasted of their disinterested 
assistance.” 
“ But we must point out that 
so far from being gratis, So­ 
viet aid to China was rendered 
mainly in the form of trade and 
that it was certainly not a one­ 
way affair. 
“ China has paid and is pay­ 
ing tho Soviet Union in goods, 
gold or convertible foreign ex­ 
change for all Soviet-supplied 
complete sets of equipment and 
other 
goods, 
including 
those 
made available on credit plus 
interest. 
“ It is necessary to add that 
the prices of many of the goods 
we imported from the Soviet 
Union were much higher than 
those on the world m arket.” 
As to the Soviet loans to Red 
China, they were mostly spent 
on buying war m aterial from 
the Soviet Union of which the 
greater part was used up in the 
Korean War, the letter said 
“ For many years we have 
been paying the principal and 
interest od these Soviet loans, 
which account for a consider­ 
able part of our yearly exports 
to the Soviet Union,” the letter 
added. 
“Thus even the war m ateriel 
supplied to China in the war to 
resist U.S. aggression and aid 
Korea 
has 
not 
been 
given 
gratis.”

Beetle Vitamins 


Does a diet of (ugh) beetles make a 
man cheerful and happy? It seems 
hard to believe. The very thought of 
chomping beetles makes Americans 
unhappy. But other peoples have dif­ 
ferent tastes, which there’s no account­ 
ing for. 
A tribe of beetle - eating pygmies in 
the little - known interior of New Gui­ 
nea is said to have a singular degree 
of what doctors call euphoria. And the 
aborigines’ capacity for enjoying life, 
some scientists suspect, may come 
from a mysterious ingredient in their 
insectivorous diet. 
Thre is nothing inherently improb­ 
able in the idea. Maybe there’s some­ 
thing in New Guinea beetles that mak­ 
es it possible not to get excited over 
the idea of eating the creatures. 


For that matter, they may taste good 
There are 195,000 k n o w n species of 
coleoptera, and most of those found in 
the U. S. are repulsive if not toxic even 
to insectivorous birds, snakes and ro­ 
dents. But somewhere among the 195,- 
000 tere may be a species that a gor- 
met would drool over. The pygmies, 
moreover, don’t eat the beetles raw, 
but roast them to bring out the deli­ 
cate flavor. That may help. 
There is some talk, at any rate, of 
studying the beetles in an effort to 
learn whether they contain some undis­ 
covered vitamin that helps people en­ 
joy life. If such a vitamin can be isolat­ 
ed and put up in commercial form, 
civilized man might enjoy Its benefits 
without making drastic changes in his 
dietary habits.

Gunning for MacArthur 


Someone in the Pentagon has 
it in for the memory of General 
Douglas MacArthur. 
For, out of “hitherto not de­ 
classified” files, there is com­ 
ing a s t r e a m of m aterial de­ 
signed to prove that MacArthur 
by want only pursuing the North 
Koreans to 
the 
Yalu 
River, 
b r o u g h t the 
Red 
Chinese 
into the Korean War in spite of 
warnings from Washington that 
this would happen if he baited 
them. 
Moreover, the same Pentagon 
source has claimed that MacAr­ 
thur^ plan t o s p r e a d a radio­ 
active bet across Korea,us out­ 
lined to reporter Bob Considine, 
was both im practical and im ­ 
possible, and that there simply 
weren’t enough atom bombs in 
the U. S. armory to perm it their 
use by MacArthur against Red 
Chinese concentration points if 
any such points could be found. 
The ridiculous aspect of these 
latest attem pts to discredit a 
great g e n e r a l is that they 
are mainly a replay of a contro­ 
versy that was pretty much 
settled ten years ago. 
It will be recalled by anyone 
with a long memory that Mac­ 
Arthur, both before and after 
President Truman had relieved 
him of his c o m m a n d was 
under severe criticism for chas­ 
ing the North Koreans into their 
own home territory. He had, so 
it was said at the time, done 
this in “reckless defiance 
of 
superior 
authority” ; 
he had 
been victimized by “faulty intel­ 
ligence” realting to 
the 
Red 
Chinese build-up; and he had 
chosen to ignore a telecon m es­ 
sage from 
Washington, 
dated 
October 4, 1950, that “the poten­ 
tial exists for Chinese C o m ­ 
munist forces to openly inter­ 
vene. . . if U.N. forces cross 
the thirty-eighth parallel.” 
The answer to all t h i s was 
that the United Nations Generail 
Assembly, on October 6, 1950, 
had voted its explicit approval 
of the crossing of the thirty- 
eighth parallel, and 
that 
the 
Joint Chiefs of Staff in Washing­ 
ton, in transmitting orders to 
Tokyo, 
gave 
MacArthur 
per­ 
mission to go as far as the Man­ 
churian border in pursuit of the 
demoralized enemy. What Mac­ 
Arthur was warned against was 
employing air or 
naval action 
gainst Manchuria itself or the 


S i b e r i a n territory of 
the 
U.S.S.R. 
As f o r the imputation that 
M acArthur^ 
own 
intelhgence 
about the warlike intentions of 
the Red Chinese was at fault, 
General Willoughby, Mac Arth­ 
u r’s G-2 from Bataan to Tokyo, 
answered the c h a r g e way 
back in 1953 by submitting a 
random list taken from his daily 
intelligence summaries that had 
gone to Washington by special 
report and radio. These sum­ 
maries showed that a warning 
about the Red Chinese build-up 
had been forwarded from Tokyo 
to Washington as early as June 
6, 1950.

CINCINNATI (AP)—A lead­

“We are playing with social 
dynamite,” said Dr. Sherman 
L. Greene Jr., of Nashville 
Tenn., “as long as we p e r rn i t 
our youth to carry their frustra 
tion to the streets for settle 
ment. The most urgent need 
now is for rn a t u r e, intelligent 
responsible leadership and it is 
quite evident in this crisis that 
we must do more to provide it 
Dr. Greene called on Presl 
ent Johnson to “attack educa 
tional poverty.” He a a i d the 
federal government must invest 
rn o r e in education, e v e n to 
church-related or church-spon 
sored schools. 
He said the federal higher ed­ 
ucation facilities act is “too lit­ 
tle for too few.” One problem, 
he added, is “the local preju­ 
dices 
against giving Negroes 
equal treatment even where the 
expenditure of tax funds is con­ 
cerned.” 
He also said that federal edu 
cation assistance is not reach­ 
ing young people of families of 
low income and that this tends 
to eliminate a majority of ne­ 
groes.

Nobody at the 
studio then knew his address or 
telephone number. They still 
don’t—and can’t reach him di­ 
rectly during his off-hours. 
Although his official studio 
biography states that he is the 
son of a New York University 
professor, Drury refused to an­ 
swer questions about his private 
life. He still clams up. 
Most unusual of all, he re­ 
fused to cooperate with writers 
for the fan magazines.

He wore a conservative but­

clear 
lenses. He could walk down any 
street, enter any restaurant, 
and scarcely draw a second 
look. 
Although 
“The 
Virginian” 
bears only a vague redationship 
to Owen Wister’s 19th century 
novel of the old West, it has 
proved that a big cast and 
big crew can turn out what 
amounts to a motion picture 
feature in eight or nine days of 
shooting. 
But, 
because Drury is rn 
every episode, it has meant 
lot of hard, gruelling work. He 
has a four-foot-high pile 
of 
scripts to prove it. 
“I don’t mind the work,” he 
said. “In fact, I welcome it. Be­ 
fore The Virginian’ I had all

Friday, 
charging 
such 
crimes as bribery, larceny, re­ 
questing bribes and conspiracy. 
The list of the accused was 
topped by House Speaker John 
F. Thompson, a Democrat from 
Ludlow, and one of his Repub­ 
lican predecessors, Charles Gib­ 
bons. 
“ I have great faith in the in­ 
tegrity of our courts,” Thomp­ 
son said, “ and I will be vindi­ 
cated.” 
Atty. Gen. Edward W. Brooke, 
a Republican, directed presen­ 
tation of the evidence during the 
IO weeks the jury was sitting. 
Brooke said 
suppression of 
legislation was involved in most 
of the allegations. He said the 
legislation would have affected 
agencies handling small loans. 
Also indicted were IO corpora­ 
tions, including nine small loan 
companies and 17 of their offi 
cials. 
Brook* said the defendants 
will be arraigned as soon as 
possible. 
The evidence put before the 
grand jury was gathered by the 
State 
Crime 
Commission, 
a 
body established last year by 
the legislature. Its membership 
consists of prominent private 
citizens of both parties but no 
current officeholders. 
Thompson was accused o f re­ 
questing and accepting bribes 
and conspiracy. He was named 
in 31 indictments covering 1960 


through 1962, plus conspiracy 
from 1954 to date. 
Thompson suspended himself 
as speaker shortly after the in­ 
dictments were made public. He 
named as his stand-in Majority 
Leader John Davoren, a Demo­ 
crat, “until these charges are 
determined.” 
Gibbons, a Republican, was 
named in 23 indictments charg­ 
ing he accepted bribes in 1961 
and 1962. During that time he 
was state commissioner of ad­ 
ministration and finance. 
In 1960, Gibbons was the Re­ 
publican candidate for governor 
losing to Foster Furcolo who 
was re-elected to a second two- 
year term .
